When the Senate was considering the 
civil rights bill last year, one of the 
questions asked was the effect the 
m e asu re would 
have on retirem ent 
plans. The floor leader assured the 
m e m b e rs it would have no effect. 


He based his answer on an amend­ 
ment to the bill which provided that 
employers could make note of dif­ 
ferences between the sexes in paying 
employes in accordance with payroll 
standards set up under the federal 
wage-hour law. 
Now it has been discovered that the 
federal wage-hour lawT makes no men­ 
tion of retirement differentials between 
the sexes. It outlines only differentials 
permitted in working conditions and 
pay. On top of this, the federal adm in­ 
istrator of the wrage and hour law* says 
it is not within the scope of the law he 
administers to set retirement policies. 
If this is so, then the only existing 
authority is the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 
and it says quite plainly that the sexes 
shall be treated equally in employment. 
The only p o s s i b l e interpretation, if 
the wage-hour administrator is correct, 
is that lower retirement ages for woolm­ 
en are illegal. 
The last has not been heard of this 
issue, and the final determination after 
the courts have had their say could be 
contrary to m any retirement p l a n s 
now in operation.

Fair Voter Standards 


The State m otto of Alabama 
is “ Andem us ju ra nostra, de­ 
f e n d e r ," 
which is translated 
as “ We dare defend our rights.” 
It is a noble m o t t o , and pos­ 
sibly Governor W allace thinks 
he is living up to it in his vari­ 
ous pronouncem ents. 
But 
un­ 
der any republican form of gov­ 
ernm ent (and A labam a is sup­ 
posed to have such a govern­ 
m ent) the rights of a state are 
inseparable from the rights of 
the citizens of that state, a n d 
these rights m ust be defended 
with im partiality. They belong 
to N egroes and 
whites 
alike 
Thus there can be no legitim ate 
com plaints if, u n d e r the Fif­ 
teenth 
A m endm ent, 
Congress 
should finally enact a law that 
m ight result in sending federal 
reg istrars — and even federal 
troops — into com m unities that 
have failed to give prospective 
Negro voters a fair shake 
The law, however, should be 
lim ited to sending in reg istrars 
to provide even - handed ju s­ 
tice in e n f o r c i n g any given 
S tate’s own election standards. 
The federal governm ent has no 
r i g h t to substitute standards 
of its own. For the U. S. Con­ 
stitution guarantees to the S tat­ 
es the right to set their own 
voting 
qualifications, 
whether 
of age or literacy, provided the 
qualifications do not discrim in­ 
ate against anybody on a basis 
of race. c r e e d , color, or pre- 
vous condition of servitude. 
As things now stand, the John­ 
son A dm inistration would in ef­ 
fect abolish the literacy test in 
any state in which fifty percent 
of the eligible voters are either 
not registered or have failed to 
vote in the last election.

voters have been conspicuous by 
their r a r i t y . The South C ar­ 
olina law stipulates that a per­ 
son m ust be able to read a sec­ 
tion of the Constitution or. as an 
alternative, possess $300 worth 
of property 
as registered 
on 
the tax books. 
There have been no outstand- 
ig com plaints that South C ar­ 
olina com m unities have b e e n 
applying the law in a discrim ­ 
inatory way. Yet, s i n c e few­ 
e r than f i f t y per cent of t h e 
people over twenty - one years 
of age v o t e d in the last elec­ 
tion rn South Carolina. W ashing­ 
ton w o u l d be justified under 
the proposed legislation in send­ 
ing federal reg istrars to over­ 
see v o t i n g throughout t h e 
state 
And the federal agents would 
he em pow ered to suspend South 
C arolina's l i t e r a c y require­ 
m ents rn favor of a purely nom ­

The fiancee, dark-haired Alice j 
Ewing, 22, Fort Thomas, Ky., 
testified earlier in the week Ab-' 
bott told her Miss Cook was! 
killed when a gun he was oiling' 
went off accidentally in a down-' 
town hotel room last Oct. 15. j 
Miss Ewing admitted she help­ 
ed Abbott smuggle the body out 
of the 
hotel. 
The 
body 
was 
placed into a large trunk and 
checked as baggage on a train 
going to Cleveland. The trunk 
was opened there Oct. 21.
